[t is understood that, in cases 
where such action is taken by the 
J)epartment, two lines of subsequent 
action are open to the Minister. In 
cases where sufficient evidence is 
obtained to sustain a prosecution 
the Court-is requested at tHe time 
ot prosecution to make an order 
confiscating the goods to which the 
prosecution relates. Where such 
confiscation order is made the goods 
are disposed of by the Minister and 
the moneys derived from their sale 
are paid into the Exchequer. 


DIRECTION ORDERS 


In the case of goods where in- 
sufficient evidence is obtained to 
sustain prosecution for offences of 
overcharging or breach of rationing 
orders, but where the Minister is 
satisfied that such goods are being 
used for the rurpose of making ex- 
cessive profits, a direction for sale 
is served on the person holding such 
goods. This direction requires such 
person to sell the goods to a person 
or persons named in the direction 
at. an agreed price, or, failing such 
agreement, at a price determined by 
the Minister. Such goods may not 
he sold at a price in excess of that 
fixed by order, or where an order 
is not in force, at a price in excess 
of what would be considered reason- 
able. 

This gives the Minister power to 
take action against well-known black 
marketeers who are holding large 
quantities of essential commodities, 
hut against whom it has not been 
possible up to the present to secure 
sufficient evidence for prosecution in 
respect of the particular com- 
modities. 


TEXTILE SHORTAGE 
POSSIBLE ECONOMIES 


While. textile materials, con- 
sequent upon a reduction in im- 
ports, have ‘become so scarce as to 
render necessary consideration of a 
plan for the best use of the mate- 
rials available, it is not the -inten- 
tion of the Government to intro- 
duce British type utility clothing 
here, but rather to eliminate cer- 
tain decorative effects from cloth- 
ing for both sexes. 

The Department of Supplies, for 
some time has been in consultation 
with committees nominated for: the 
purpose by organised associations 
of clothing manufacturers. One of 
the first matters which the Depart- 
ment considered it might be desir- 
able to put into effect was the 
elimination from garments of cer- 
tain peace-time characteristics, 
which, while they are virtually use- 
less from the point of view of 
clothing protection to the wearer, 
use quantities of material which 
could otherwise be put to better 
advantage. 

The committees were asked to 
advise on this matter, and recom- 
mendations which have been made 
by a number of them are being 
examined with the intention of 
putting them into effect. Before 
this is done, however, it is in- 
tended to ascertain the views of the. 
distributive trade, and also to con- 
sult the labour interests concerned, 
so as to ensure that employment is 
not affected any more than is 
avoidable.

SHOTS FIRED INTO 

POLICEMAN’S HOME 


A bomb of military type, but 
with a home-made detonator,* which 
went off, but failed to explode the 
main charge, was found in the 
grounds of a police barracks at Ros- 
trevor, County Down, on Sunday 
night.

SOLOMONS FIGHTING

WASHINGTON, Monday.—Ameri- 
can forces have made a further 
wdvance east of the Henderson air- 
field on Guadalcanal, the U.S. Navy 
Department announced to-night.

SECOND FRONT IN 1943 
U.S. SECRETARY'S PROMISE 


Mr. Robert P. Patterson, Under 
Secretary for War, addressing the 
Convention of the C.I.O. yesterday 
in Boston, promised a second front 
in Europe in 1943. 

He declared that the flow of 
American munitions to Russia, 
Britain and China must go on in- 


creasing, “despite hell and high- 
water.” ‘‘ The year 1943 will be a 
fighting year, and among the 
primary objectives are to conquer 
the submarine menace, to retake 
Burma and re-open the Burma 
Road 


“This much can be said with 
assurance—1943 will be a fighting 
year for US. troops. We shall be 
fighting in Europe, Asia and Africa 
and on the seven seas. We shall 
seek out the enemy wherever we can 
find him—not on one front or two 
fronts, but on any front where the 
Germans and Japanese can be en- 
gaged in comhbat.’’—(Reuter.) 


MUSLIM DEMANDS 
IN INDIA 
SEPARATE STATES 


Mr. Jinnah, President of the All- 
India Muslim League, reiterated at 
the League’s Council meeting yes- 
terday hile demand for separate 
Hindu and Muslim States, declaring 
that Britain’s policy of “ wait and 
see ” was a great ‘‘ blunder,’ says 
a Reuter telegram from New Delhi. 

“The sooner the British Govern 
ment reconsider and revise their 
policy the better,” he said. ‘‘ Our 
proposals offer three-quarters of 
India to the Hindus, but it seems 
that the Hindu leadership thinks 
we have got three-fourths in our 
pocket. Let us see if we can diddle 
them out of the other fourth. 
“The Government of this country 
would be run principally by Hindus 
and Mussaimans, That does not 
mean that the interests of the 
minorities are to be neglected.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


MORE FEEDING FOR PIGS 


In the hope of stimulating activity 
in the depressed pig rearing industry, 
the Department of Supplies is 
arranging for the importation of 
substantial quantities of Canadian 
oats and maize, which are expected 
to be available in this country early 
in the New Year. 

The quantity will be sufficiently 
large, it is believed, to give the 
pis industry a much-needed impetus, 
y proyiding feeding-stuffs, and also 
reflect its value in increased bacon 
output. 

Extra shipping space has enabled 
Irish Shipping, Ltd., to bring 
forward the date of consignments. of 
oats. and maize, and the fact that 
the company has reduced its freight! 
charges will contribute to a lessening 
of the anticipated original cost of the 
feeding-stuffs. The oats will be used 
to a large extent in the provision éf 
flake oatmeal.

RUSSIAN REPORT 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
states:—‘*‘ During November 9 our 
troops fought the enemy in the area 
of Stalingrad, north-east of Tuapse 
and south-east of Nalchik. No 
changes took place on other fronts. 

“Our warships in the White Sea 
have sunk an enemy transport of 
3,000 tons. 

‘* South-east of Nalchik our troops 
continued active operations and in- 
flicted heavy losses. Men of the 
‘N’ unit destroyed six German 
tanks and wiped out about 400 
Germans. On another sector an 
anti-tank gun crew disabled eight 
German “anis. ‘Three enemy~aircraft 
were destroyed by our fighters. 

“In one sector north-east of 
Tuapse the enemy carried out three 
attacks against our centre of resist- 
ance in the area of a river barrier. 
All attacks were repelled, 150 enemy 
bodies being left on the field.’’ 


SETTLING CORK TRADE 
DISPUTES 


“TIT should like you to consider if 
the time is not ripe to establish in 
Cork an industrial arbitration 
tribunal,’’ said Mr. C. E. Murphy in 
his presidential address last night at 
the annual meeting of Cork Chamber 
of Commerce. He pointed out that 
the existing machinery for settling 
local trade disputes was somewhat 
haphazard, and strikes and lock-outs 
resulted. If it were possible to es- 
tablish such a body in Cork invested 
with authority by masters and men, 
it would fill a gap in the social 
system. While the right of the cen- 
tral Government was. admitted to 
convene conferences, he thought the 
citizens had a social right to say 
that no stoppage of work should take 
place until the facts had been 
examined and reported on by a local 
tribunal. He had asked Mr. C. P. 
McCarthy to take up the matter with 
the new council. 

Moving the adoption of the report, 
Mr. Hugo Flinn, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for 
Finance, said that actually the fuel 
position was quite critical. because a 
great deal of the turf was still in the 
bog.

Reports concerning the invasion 
of F rench North Africa by 
American and British forces con- 
tinue to be obscure. — According 
to yesterday’s estimates, about 
140,000” American troops have 
landed at various points along tke 
Atlantic and Mediterranean 
coasts. Last night it was reported 
that British units also had 
landed in the neighbourhood of 
Algiers ; and there can be no 
doubt that the invasion of French 
territory is being carried out in 
considerable force. The attitude 
of the French garrisons has not 
yet been made entirely clear. At 
some points they ar- offering stout 
resistance to the Americans; but, 
Or course, the numerical odds arc 
wholly against them. ‘At Oran 
and Casablanca the American 
landing parties are said to be 
increasing their grip. Yesterday 
there were fresh landings, notably 
at Jeboub, and it is reasonably 


being overcome, although at the 
cost of valuable lives, both French 
and American. As an immediate 
consequence of Saturday’s opera- 
jtions, diplomatic relations have 
been broken off between France 
and the United States. Relations 
between France and Great Britain 
have been broken off since the 
naval encounter at Mers-el-Kebir; 
but, largely owing to the personal 
efforts of the American Envoy to 
Vichy, Admiral Leahy, who has 
been back in the United States for 
some time, a breach between Vichy 
averted. 
Now, for all practical purposes, 


“!France and the United States, 


while not actually at war, are in 
the position of enemies. The 
Government of the United States 
has seized a number of French 
merchant ships in American ports. 
The French Government has 
ordered its representatives in 
North Africa to put all American 
GVonsuls “ where they will do no 
harm ”; the State Departmens in 
Washington has handed his pass- 
ports to the French Ambassador, 
and = the American Chargé 
d’Affaires at Vichy has taken 
leave of Marshal Pétain. For the 
first time in history the American 
Republic finds itself on the 
opposite side from France. Since 
the days of Lafayette there has 
been a close bond of sympathy 
between Paris and Washington ; 
but total war is a brutal business 
which pays no heed to traditional 
affinities. President Roosevelt 
has indicated the real purpose of 
his action in the course of a 
message to the Bey of Tunis. in 
which he announces that “' the 
indomitable and massive forces ”' 
of the United States hope to pass 


through Tunisian territory “in 


order to eliminate the forces of 
evil’’ from North Africa. The 
American invasion is part and 
parcel of the Allied campaign 
against Marshal Rommel’s A frika- 
korps, and is intended to complete 
Anglo-American control of the 
southern shores of the Medi- 
terranean. 

When General Alexander started 
his offensive in the Western 
desert some three weeks ago 0 
secret was made of his ultimate 
objective. It was to destroy, once 
and for all, ‘the Italo-German 
forces in North Africa. On 
previous. occasions, when the 
British have driven their opponents 
across the desert, the Germans 
and Italians have been able to 
withdraw into Tripolitania, re- 
organise their forces, and strike 
back in due course with renewed 
vigour. This time. apparently, the 
Anglo-American strategy aims at 
an attack on Marshal Rommel] 
from the rear, in order not only 
ta prevent him from the re- 
grouping of his armies in Tripoli 
tania, but also to take possession 
of the ports from which he might 
hope to embark his forces if he 
should decide to evacuate them to 
the European mainland. The 
Eighth British Army is continuing 
its victorious march across the 
desert. Marshal Rommel, who is 
just as good a tactician as he is a 
strategist, has been trying to with- 
draw his troops under cover of 
rearguard actions; and, although 
the British are reported to have 
delivered heavy attacks by air on

—or under-counter—traffic of thi 
kind is the most difficult of all 
crimes to trace and punish, becaus: 
it-enjoys public support, When a 
customer makes his way to the 


he wants something that he cannot) 
obtain by the ordinary process of 
trade; so long as he gets it, he 
is willing to be fleeced, and he 
certainly will not betray the vendor; 
who has ‘‘ obliged”? him, lest he 
may be unable to obtain future 
favours. The position sometimes 
is said to be that which prevailed 
in the United States during the 
operation of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ments Then every American’s hand 
was against the law, and in league 
with the ‘‘ bootlegger.’’ The com- 
parison, however, is not exactly 
fair. The prohibition of liquor 
was enforced upon the huge popu- 
lation of the United States by a 
minority of extremists, taking 4 
very subtle advantage of certain 
electoral anomalies; the prohibi- 
tion of illicit trading in the 
essentials of life is a _ stark 
necessity to this country of ours: 
it. is, indeed, an act of simple 
justice. Let us take an example. 
Yesterday it was announced that 
the tea ration will be doubled 
during the few weeks of the 
Christmas season. Admittedly, 
the increase is trivial in the eyes 
of people who hark back to the 
unlimited supplies of a couple of 
years ago; nevertheless, it will 
make much difference to the com- 
fort of many thousands of Irish 
citizens. This increase is possible 
only because a “small reserve 
pool’’ of tea has been accumu- 
lated; and Mr. Lemass has said 
that the ration will be increased 
as often as a similar accumula- 
tion occurs. We do not profess “o 
know the quantity of tea that is 
offered weekly or monthly for sale 
on the black market at a prohibi- 
tive price, but we would not be 
surprised to learn that it could 
furnish an occasional, pleasant 
bonus upon the normal ration. 
For the sake of a number of 
greedy entrepreneurs, large and 
small, and of a lamentably larger 
number of citizens who care 
nothing for the public weal so 
long as they can obtain a little 
more for themselves, thousands vf 
decent people must suffer. It is 
hardly strange that a sense of 
discontent is aroused, or that 
the activities of the Depart- 
ment of Supplies enjoy the 
strong support of all honest 
citizens. Unfortunately, too many 
citizens are. dishonest. No other 
adjective will suit. They would 
be horrified to hear it applied to 
themselves; yet the fact remains 
that there is little or no moral 
difference between the citizen who 
commits an open robbery and the 
citizen who deprives the com- 
munity of tea, or bicycle tyres, or 
petrol, or anything else that 
might go to improve its lot. 
There are readers of this news- 
paper who ‘traffic in the black 
market as purchasers. We tell 
them flatly that they ought to be 
ashamed of themselves. There 
are others—substantially fewer in 
number—who traffic in it as 
vendors. Their guilt is even 
worse, and we can only hope that 
they will suffer for their offence 
against honour and patriotism.

R.D.S. RECITALS 
HARRY ISAACS TRIO 


Much interest was taken in the 
visit of the Harry‘ Isaacs Trio, who 
gave the Royal Dublin Society 
musical recitals yesterday. This 
group was formed by Harry Isaacs, 


himself a distinguished solo pianist, 
the violinist being Leonard Hirsch, 
leader of the well-known Hirsch 


Quartet, and the ‘cellist Norino 
Semino, who has a high reputation, 
not only in England but on the Con- 
tinent.

" DEAD 
As the Very Rev. John K. Ganon 
Fitzgerald, P.P., Kilcolman, was 


being buried in the grounds of Kil- 
colman Parish Church yesterday 
news came of the death of the Very 
Rev. Canon O'Carroll, P.P., Glin.

Mr. Patrick Hennessy, whose ex-

Hennessy practises this neo-pre- 
Raphaelite technique, and the treat- 
ment of the material in ““ The 
Florentine Tapestry’ here suggests 
a sense of craftsmanship comparable 
to that revealed in Dante Gabriel 

ssetti’s ‘‘Monna Vanna.” But as 
art this heightened sensibility of 
mere physical perception has its limi- 
tations, and it is, therefore, gratify- 
ing to note that in such a picture 
as ‘The World of Light," and such 
water-colours as. “The Bishop’s 
Palace,” ‘‘ Remembrance of Things 
Past ’’ and ‘“‘On*Hearing the First 
Cuckoo,”’ the artist shows the neces- 
sary mastery of a more fluid tech- 
nique, gud without excessive elabora- 
tion of detail works out a good land- 
scape design and creates a sympa- 
thetically-contemplative mood.

Sin,—In your leading article on 
Saturday last, under the above title, 
you criticised the Royal Academy 


scheme for the reconstruction of 
London. I agree with much of what 
you say about that scheme, but | 


do not agree with your statement 
regarding the part which the archi- 
tect should play in the preparation 
of any town-planning scheme. Par- 
ticularly, as an architect and a town- 
planner, Í am dismayed to read this 
isentence: ‘‘The architect is not a 
leader, but a follower; his job is not 
to create, but to adorn.”’ 

During the period between the two 
wars, the ‘new profession of town- 
planners has been developed to meet 
some of the real needs of the modern 
world. It is a fact that the vast 
majority, of Mas town-planners 
are also qualified architects. This is 
pot, surprising when we remember 
that 90 per cent. of the modern 
architect’s time is taken up with 
planning. To state that the archi- 
tect’s job is not to create, but to 
adorn, is to. admit ignorance of the 
universal trend in architecture since 


idominated convenience. ‘The archi- 
tect to-day is concerned primarily 
[with the well*being of the people who 
live, work or play in his buildings. 
He creates all the time—creates 
space, comfort and convenience ; 
land in doing so he is organiser and 
planner as well as artist. These are 
surely qualities which entitle modern 
architeets to he seriously considered 
as potential planners of city, town 
and countryside. 

"In a well-ordered society, the 
social scientist would lead the way, 
and the sother 
and arte—including town-planning 
and architecture—would follow. But 
until social science and .the social 
surveyor are recognised as leaders, 
are not those who are trained to 
plan qualified to lead, and to help 
to créate better social conditions —
